Fuel for the Future in Canada 

A fow years ago an attempt to utilize 
the poat bogs of Prince Bdward county 
for fuel proved a disappointment and the 
project was abandoned, If the claims 
of 4n inventive genius from Quebec aro 
reliable, the peat bogs of this county 
may yet develop an important factor in 
the industrial energy of tho district. 
The Quebec man has introduced a new 
idea into the treatment of the turf. 
Instead of trying to dry itand press it 
to burn like coal, the theory is, that 
peat being full of cells charged with 
different gases, by putting it through 
some process the gascan be collected, 
It is claimed that these gases are very 
inflammable, and in proof of this con- 
tention, the natural phenomenon of 
lights floating over bogs, cgmmonly 
called will-o’-the-wisp, are supposed to 
arise from these gases. By a patented 
process these gases are. being collected 
and used the same as natural gas or 
coalgas. Mr. Harvey of Maitland, who 
has had the process. patented, 
claims to haye proved the success of the 
plan, and has installed tanks and ap- 
paratus and is now burning the gas in 
a gas stove and has several lizhts burn- 
ing every night. The light is said to 
be soft and white and very mnch su- 
perior to coal gas, It is proposed to 
runan engine with the gas and gener- 
ate electric energy for Jight and power. 
Very little machinery is required for

The Earliest Coal Mines 


More than 150 years ago, or in 1745, 
and; before the Pennsylvanian coal 
fields or indeed any American coal field 
had been opened, the men of Boston, 
organized for the protection of their 
coal and fish supplies, went down to 
Louisburg and drove the French from 
that pioneer fortress. Then the En- 
glish by treaty gave it back to the 
French and had to go again in 1775} 
and batter down the French fortifica- 
tions and make their magazines subter- 
ranean passages and moats into sheep 
fasture. Thus they remained for one 
hundred years, until another man from 
Boston, again sane coal for. New 
England came up to Louisburg, reju- 
yenated the town, built docks and coal 
pockets, consolidated the scattered coal 
interests of Sydney, and began shipping 
coal by the 100,000 tons to Boston ; then 
he opened up the iron ore deposits at 
Belle Isle and started the manufacture 
of steel. , 

o-day the name of Henry M. Whit- 
ney is the only name to conjure with in 
Cape Breton. He did more for that 
country ina few years than had been 
done in the previous hundred and tifty. 
To-day the ore and coal deposits of the

Imports for the five months totalled, 
$184,602,965, a comparative increase of 
$41,844,972, August imports totalled, 
$38,691,690, an increase of $8,086,385 
over August of last year, : 

Exports of domestic products for the 
five months totalled $108,414,496, an in- 
crease of $6,478,571. Domestic exports 
for the last month totalled $22,461,918, 
a falling off of a little over a million as 
compared with last year. 

An increase of $1,030,481 in Custom 
receipts for the month just ending 
means another increase of about eight 
millions in imports for the month as 
compared with last September,

He out- 
lined with materials his method of 
teaching numbers, the new number 
always being presented as a whole. 
The child must be given something 
definite to count. He urged the teach- 
ers to make no haste in Avithmetie in 
Primary Grades. Notation must be 
taught from objects. He warned 
against the use of type forms of solu- 
tions—let the pupil get his own solu- 
tion in his own way first. Tho key- 
note of this address was teach them 
drill, dvill, drill. A discussion follow- 
fed and Mr. Walker answered several 
questions and gaye explanations. 

“A Sheaf of Suggestions from Hx- 
perience” was the subject of the next 
address and was given by Mv. Mackin- 
tosh, I. P. S. This address was very 
practical, and laid before the teachers 
their duty. ‘To succeed teachers must 
have an intelligent idea of teaching. 
For success, hard work is needed, also 
preparation for daily work, prepara- 
tion not only with subject matter, but 
with method. He warned the teach- 
ers against becoming mere creatures 
of routine. The teacher must incul- 
cate moral principles. Hucourage hon- 
esty and avoid methods that will 
prompt dishonesty. The chief work of 
the teacher is not to ‘inform” but to 
“question.” Great care was to be 
taken with the slow and backward 
pupils. Oral examinations were of 
the greatest importance, if conducted 
properly. To teach thoroughly there 
must be drill. Mr. Mackintosh closed 
his address by urging the teachers to 
make the boys ‘‘manly” and the girls 
“womanly”—not to do the work for 
them, but to train them. 

Here a pleasing and unexpected fea- 
ture was introduced in the form of a 
motion by Mr. Sharpe, teacher at 
West Huntingdon. 

“Mr. PRESIDENT AND FELLOW- 
TEACHERS, —

an International Disaster, 


A despatch from Rainy River, 
Ont., says: The most disastrous for- 
est fires in the history of Northern 
Minnesota and Western Ontario 
have been ravaging the country the 
past three days. The towns of 
Spooner and PBeaudette, on the 
American side are heaps of ashes. 
When Spooner and Beaudette 
caught fire the Canadian Northern 
Railway rushed a train of fifty box 
care to help the residents get away. 
1uey were brought to this place on 
Saturday night. The flames were 
raging fiercely through th timber 
and already millions of dollars of 
damage has been done. ‘The Shev- 
lin-Matthieu* Lumber Oo. lost all 
their buildings and 150,000,000 feet 
of lumber. The Rat Portage Lum: 
ber Co. also Jost all tneir -plant 
with 6,000,000 feet. 

The Rainy River Co. suffered the 
same fate and lost 35,000,000 feet 
of lumber. There are 1,000 people 
homeless here. The villages of Slee- 
mans, Pitt, Williams and Swift have 
also been destroyed. 

While a wind is sweeping a sea 
of fire eastward on the south side 
of the Rainy River at-a velocity of 
50 miles an hour, the great body of 
flames passed this section, revealing 
a calamity that already reaches the 
proportion of an international dis- 
aster. Sixty blackened corpses 
have been found in the path of the 
flames and a vast area is yet to be 
searched for dead, while the towns 
of Spooner, Beaudette and Pitt 
have been totally destroyed, with a 
property loss that cannot be intel- 
ligently calculated at present. With

Mr. Murphy seemed weighed down 
by a fear that his play was too serious 
for the New theater. In his letter he 
said: “If you would rather have ita 
comedy I will send you the jokes. I 
have a few jokes too.”—Jobn Corbin 
in World’s Work.

The Gegenschein. 

The Gegenschein is the name given 
to one of the most inexplicable objects 
known to astronomers. It Is visible in 
the night sky under favorable condl- 
tions, is rounded in outline and is situ- 
ated always exactly opposite the place 
of the sun. It has been termed by one 
eminent astronomer “a sort of comet- 
ery or meteoric satellite” attending the 
earth. He supposes it to be composed 
of a cloud of meteors situated about a 
million miles from the earth and re- 
yolying around it in a period of just 
one year, so that the sun and the me- 
teors are always on opposite sides of 
the earth. It is estimated that the size 
of this ghostly satellite may be nearly 
the same as that of the planet Jupiter 
—i. e., about 86,000 miles in diameter.—

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OYSTERS ARE LAZY. 


They Spend Practically the Whole of 
Their Lives In Beds. 

Just like confirmed invalids, oysters 
spend their lives In beds. ‘The prin- 
cipal parts of an oyster are salt water 
aad u bundsome stomach. 

Ievery oyster has a mother-of-pearl 
lined overcoat with the moss on the 
outside. But a Waldorf-Astoria oys- 
ter guthers no moss. 

Oysters, as a rule, keep thelr mouths 
shut, but when they have been tn so- 
ciety too long they begin to gape. 
‘They are fond of playing games, one 
of their favorites being ring-around- 
a-rosy. In this game they join shells 
in a circle on a plate. They live in the 
ocean in summer and during the win- 
ter months frequent the principal bho- 
tels and restaurants, where they have 
reserved seats on cakes of ice spe 
cially prepared for them. ‘They are 
rarely met with at huskings or church 
fairs. 

An oyster is a conchologist by na- 
ture, a bivalve by profession ond an 
appetizer because be cannot belp bim- 
self. There are girl oysters as well as 
men oysters; but, so far as is known, 
one is not superior to the other. 

Oysters vary in size according to 
their circumstances and their bringing 
up. Some are harder to swallow than 
others. ‘There is no particular rule 
about this. But if at first you don’t 
succeed, try, try again.

Dr. Crippen Convicted 
Sentenced to be Hung, Nov, 8th 


In the arrest, trial and condemnation 
of Dr. Crippen for the murder of his 
wife, the British authorities have again 
given an example to the world of justice 
moving with dignity, celerity and cer- 
titude. The authorities in England 
and here are to be congratulated on the 
apprehension and condemnation of this 
cold-blooded, smiling villain. It is a 
wholesome thing to bring such crimin- 
als toa speedy answer for thus offend- 
against the laws of God and man, and 
it is best for society and the criminal 
himself that the interval between the 
sentence and the execution should give 
sufficient time for repentance, but 


should not be so long as to raise false 
hopes of reprieve or to keep the public 
mind exercised over and over again 
with the fate of a murderer and the de- 
tails of his foul crime. 

When the jury in the, Dr, Crippen 
case returned a verdict of “Guilty” on 
Saturday, Lord Chief Justice Alver- 
stone asked the physician if he had any- 
thing tosay. Crippen replied in a low 
voice: ‘I still pyotest my innocence.” 

Lord Alverstone then donned the 
black oap that has rested near him dur- 
ing the trial and pronounced sentence 
of death. 

Addressing the condemned man, Lord 
Alverstone said: 

**Yov have been convisted on evi- 
dence which ean leave no doubt in the 
mind of any reasonable man that you 
cruelly murdered your wife and then 
mutilated her body. 

‘I advise you to entertain no hope 
that you will escape the consequence of 
your crime. I implore you to make 
your peace with Almighty God.” 

When Lord Alverstone concluded, a 
policeman stepped forward, and in the 
bush that had fallen over the court 
room, led Crippen from the dock, 
Crippen will be hanged on November 
8th. ale 

Lord Alverstone, in his summing up 
of the case, described Crippen as an ex- 
traordinary man, whether guilty or in- 
nocent. If guilty he had covered upa 
ghastly crime in a ghastly way, and it 
was believed in a most brutal and cal- 
lous manner.. If he was innocent it 
was impossible to fathom his mind, as 
he was absolutely indifferent to the 
charge of murder. 
step whatever to prove his innocence, 
Crippen, the Justice declared, was un- 
doubtedly a liar and had lived an im- 
moral life, but, he added, the jury could 
not convict the defendant on that score. 
It must be quite convinced that the hu- 
man parts found were from the body of 
Belle Elmore, and that her death was 
caused by a wilful act of the prisoner.

When potash salts are applied to 


a soil the potash enters into com-| 


bination with the soil lime, and is 
converted into a form in which it 
is available for the crop, but it is 
also a form in which a portion of 
both that potash and the lime is 
apt to be lost in the drains. Hence 
it has been said that potash uses 
up lime, and lime uses up potash. 

It is for this reason that farmers 
who are in the Labit of applying 
potash salts in liberal quantities to 
their crops, such as regular grow- 
ers of potatoes 
should be careful every few years 
to give a dressing of lime, other- 
wise the crop may suffer from a 
deficiency of this constituent.

PREVENTION OF WRINKLES, 


‘How to Refine Skin and. Build Up 
; Tissues With Cucumbers. 


Tt is easier. to prevent wrinkles 
than to get rid of them, and if wo- 
men would remember this there 
would be fewer lined faces and much 
of the effect of age would be kept 
away. Cucumbers are inexpensive 
and one of the best things that can 
be used. ~~ 

The method of extracting the liquid 
is always the same, and it is better 
to make a small quantity at a time 
to have it always fresh. The vege- 
table is carefully washed and sliced, 
peel and all. Tt is then pus into a 
saucepan with just enough water to 
cover and is gently simmered until 
the mass is mushlike. An hour is 
none too long for this, the seeret of 
having the best juice being in hav- 
ing all the strength extracted with- 
out allowing the liquid to boil away. 
When cold it is squeezed through 
muslin and then run through a &ne 
strainer. Cucumber essence is made 
by adding an equal quantity of high 
proof alcohol to cucumber juice. 

A eream highly recommended as a 
tissue builder dnd skin refiner 18 
made of two ounces of sweet almond 
oil, five ounces of cucumber juice

On September 4, 1870, Leon Gam 
batta, speaking for himself and other 
radical “members ‘of the Legislativd 
Assembly, announced the deposition 
of the Bopapartist dynasty and the 
establishment of the republic. This 
was two days after the battle of Se- 
dan, in the Franco-German war, and 
the capture of MacMahon’s army and 
Nupoleon III, The campaign entered 
upon so confidently by that potentate 
thus collapsed and he was a prisoner 
in the hands of the Germans. .On the 
evening of the 4th the government of 


Gen. Trochu at the head. While this 
was being done the Empress Bugenie, 
disguised, fled secretly from Paris 
and entered Belgiun., on her way to 
England, where she has resided ever 
since. 

The governmental scheme which 
was created on September 4 has last- 
ed- 40 years and is stronger to-day 
than it ever was in the ‘past.
